liring more men, doesn't work in 
their case. There just aren't any 
more men available with the pro- 
per skill in their delicate work on 
precision instruments. So 200 of them 
"invc been working 60 hours a week, 
and 1300 more face an increase from 
40 to 60 hours. 


Are they sore about it? No. Frank 


Craig, president of the United In- 
strument 
Workers, their C. I. O. 


union, says the workers arc 100 per 
cent behind the defense effort. He is 
co-operating in a mqvement to give 
up their annual two-week vacation, 
and thinks 85 per cent of the men 
will follow his own lead in doing 


i. 
True, these men are being, and will 


be, well paid for their extra work. 
But money cannot compensate them 
entirely. For three months this winter 
these men worked from 8:30 a. m. 
to 7:30 p. m. three days a week 
and from 8:30 to 5:30 the other three. 
They arrived home every night in 
such a state of exhaustion that they 
had to tumble directly into bed. 


it is doubtful whether the high- 


est production is obtained with such 
hours, except in cases like this one, 
where no more trained workers are 
ready to step to the benches. 


Money can't pay for effort 
like 


this. The pay comes in satisfaction 
in having done what was right; in 
having contributed very 
definitely 


and at some sacrifice to the defense 
of our country. 


Similarly, another story comes to 


mind. Carl G. Swebilius, a blue-cycd- 
ed Swede with a fine eye for a gun, 
bought a New Haven vacant lot. In 
90 days he had built a 15-acre fac- 
tory, equipped it with second-hand 
machinery he picked up here and 
there all over the country and re- 
built, gathered up a lot of formei 
employes of World War days, and it 
now turning out 50-culibcr machine 
guns in thousand lots. 


Army officers called it a miracle, 


but Swebilius did it. 


He, too, one persumes, will make 


money out of his venture. But there 
is a satisfaction in it far beyond that 
—he has taken his abilities and given 
them freely to defense. 


There is talk of sacrifice. Too many 


have not yet caught the "all-out" 
spirit. But when you think of that 
too often, think of the instrument- 
makers bending over their benches for 
60 hours a week and giving up their 
vacations; think of Gus Swebilius 
turning out machine guns on junk 
lathes in a plant which 90 days be- 
fore was a cemetery for rusting ja- 
loppies.

Fiercely counter-attacking British 


troops were reported to have gained 
a definite edge over Hitler's aerial in- 
vaders in the four-day-old battle of 
Crete Friday with the severest fighting 
centering around the Maletni airport, 
10 miles south of Canes, the Crete 
capital. 


British headquarters 
said 
Nazi- 


borne detachments at Candia, in cen- 
tral Crete, and at Rctimo .about half 
way between Candia and Canen, had 
been accounting for, killed or taken 
prisoned- in 'bitter' hand-to-hand fight- 
ing. 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill 


reported Thursday that the Germans 
liad occupied Candia, the old-time 
capital of Crete and the largest island 
city. 


Military sources in Cairo, head- 


quarters of the Brtiish Middle East 
command, said British naval guns 
were shattering German attempts to 
land troops by sea. 


G'n the Mediterranean isle itself the 


British said the Germans had gained 
only a single "decent" foothold in the 
Malemi sector. Elsewhere the trend 
was pictured as slowly turning to 
Britain's 
advantage' 
despite 
new 


swarms of Nazi 'chutists and other 
aerial 
troops 
dropping 
from 
the 


clouds. 


As long as the British fleet can 


ward off sea-borne landings, it was 
said, there is a chance that the in- 
vasion will fail. 


Virginio Gayda, Fascist editor, said 


that the British warships engaged in 
the defense of Crete included at least 
five big battleships, two aircraft car- 
riers, and a powerful group of cruis- 
ers and destroyers, 


A London spokesman described the 


British position as being "certainly 
as satisfactory as is was 24 hours 
ago."

tion is 27 years old, and has several

way of sponsorship or special aid of a 
city in which it located a new branch. 


"We accept only high school grad- 


uates," Miss Brumley said. "And of 
course we must have enough initial 
enrollees to open on a self-sustaining 
basis. That is, we must have 15 to 
20 students, enrolled either in day 
or night classes—we operate both in 
every school, 


"Frankly, there is an obvious reason 


for our expansion of the Perry sys- 
tem at this time. A survey right 
here in Hope shows that there isn't a 
single unemployed qualified secre- 
tary or stenographer. National busi- 
ness itself is expainding, which, plus 
the countless openings made available 
in government work, creates ah un- 
precedented demand 'for trained of- 
fice workers.

commercial, commercial & typing, and 
secretarial course. 


"No money is accepted from students 


until the branch school- is actually 
established and started. 


"And we bring in our own equip- 


ment and have our own instructors."

Vincennes and taken to Halifax, Part 
was sent to the United Slates. But 
the major portion, 
including the 


gold belonking to Czechoslovakia and 
Poland and entrusted to the French 
for safe-keeping, was taken lo Martin- 
ique, along with the 100 American 
planes on board the Beam. 


Since then there has been a brisk 


increase in trade between the Gulf 
ports and Mai'Hnque.

transhipped at Martinique, sent across 
the Southern Atlantic and up the 
west coast of Africa to Dakar or Cas- 
ablanca, at times running the block- 
ade through the straits of Gibraltar, 
at times trans-shipping at Casablanca 
and going from North African ports 
to Marseille . 


In three weeks, according to of- 


ficial Vichy statistics, no fewer than 
250 ships entered the port of Marseil- 
le. Did they carry wheat? They did 
not. This is what they did carry: 


14.432 tons of mazout (heavy oil). 
46,707 bales of rubber. 
4,504 tons of lead. 
1,465 bales of wool. 
106,5231 bags of linseed. 
87,840 bags of cocoa. 
44,537 bags of shelled ground nuts, 
13.433 bags of almonds. 
8,890 bags of palm nuts. 
1,217 bags of copra. 
1,492 bags of gum and resin. 
60,602 bags of sugar. 
17,134 bags of coffee. 
18,'43 casks of wine. 
75 pipes of alcohol. 
200 barrels of rum. 
231 barrels of salted meat. 
20,718 barrels of salted fish. 


6,485 bags of rice flour. 


12,737 bags of dried vegetables. 
83,666 bunches of bananas. 
T.OOQ cases of fresh vegetables. 
9,254 cases of eggs.

Editor The Star: I read the article 


on canned melon juice in The Star 
last night ,and am quite interested. 


Seven years ago I wrote to Wash- 


ington for information on canned 
melon juice. I requested that they 
send information on grape-juice if 
they could not furnish it on melon 
juice. I only received booklets on 
grape juice. 


I have done considerable research 


work on melon juice, etc., and have 
been building my business to this 
end for the past four years. The juice 
is perfectly white when 
removed 


from melon, and strained. It does not 
taste as good, but by adding' color, 
sugar, etc., it makes a nice drink. I 
am more interested in the rind. It is 
very valuable in connection with my 
pickle business. 


This melon idea should be develop- 


ed. Farmers could plant plenty of 
melons, ship the best ones, and culls 
could be used for juice, pickles, pre- 
serves, relish, etc. I have been too 
busy building my pickle business, etc., 
to complete the melon project, or fi- 
nance same, but feel sure that .same 
would go over fine, and give Hope 
good publicity, as well as revenue. 


Am very glad you published this 


article, and shall be glad to do any- 
thing I can to help my community, 
whether it helps or hurts me. I do 
not request publicity, so, you may 
publish this letter if you see fit.

Escape Bombs

Eurpoe's war has pushed the Sino- 


Japanesc conflict off the front pages, 
but the Chinese arc still fighting. 
Joy Homer pictures the heroism of 
China's struggle in "Dawn Watch in 
China" (Houghton-Mifflin: S3), a vi- 
vid and arresting account of a young 
American girl's experiences in the 
war-torn Orient. It is a hair-rais- 
ing, stirring story. Throat of air at- 
tack, against which they have little 
defense, has forced the Chinese to 
turn back civilization's clock, return 
to the Cave era, as related in the 
following excerpt:
